and mutual recrimination. They scatter leaflets and slogans, each accusing 
the other of being ^revolutionary, of having poor military discipline. 
Psopls in CoHsmist areas have often noticed this. 

But on the question of "war," they are of one mind. They are obsessed 
wi<h military strength, belidving that it can at once settle the affairs of 
the nation , Here is a hidden obstacle to peaoe; for though the inner oounolls 
of tb* MJr want peaoe, It is quite a question whether these military leaders 
wxjj. follow orders; and how much more thie is the case with their troops right 
cm the river bank. 

It is said that Ida Piao also Is a war advocate. The Hsin-hua radio in 
Pei-p'ing once quoted Lin Piao as saying, "Peace does sot count toe Ch'an* 
Chiang as a boundary."

majority of these men cu./oce+-« peace. They have spent 20 years In struggle; 
they are tired in b$dy and, mind* Out of the experience of thee© years of war* 
far© they veil know that neither th© CCP^or the Bff can thoroughly destroy 
the other by military might, and that an early |*®&o© is tetter than continuous 
warfare. It is said that Chou En-lai and others feel this way. 


Again, th© middle and iower ranks in the CCP mostly favor peace. They 
have personally |K|wrlehbe& . the sufferings; of war, and they know that war is 
hopeless. Bow they eater fab-ly decent cities where they experience the 
natural ©raving for security of life and a few physical enjoyments. Especially 
after entering Pei A p*ing, T'len-shing, and Chi-naaTdid the material civilisa- 
tion of these "big cities daattl© these Communist rustical They did not want 
to fight; they Just gloated o'ver the things before their eyes which were now 
theirs. 


These two factions are quite opposed to each other . Mao Ylee-tung is 
worried that uaXwoe they cease tc fight his party will deteriorate. And if 
they fight, the future is very uncertain. When will there bo an endi More- 
over there are many changes in the International s ituation . Is it good for 
the Communist Party for fighting to continuet That is a big question. 


The international faction which centers around Li Li-eaa hopes that the 
CCP within the Great Vsdl will Yeep on fighting South of the river. If It 
keeps on fighting down there ,.*yie Communist troops in the Bortheaet will have 
to be sent south of the Great -Wall, in which case, the international faction 
can completely control the nine provinces of the Northeast, 


Again, after the voaaunists seised several of the large cities, they 


vers at a jo ts as tc how to deal with the economy. Inflation, runaway prices, 
scarcity of commodities, all these problems gave them many a headache, and 
made them think of po jeible ways to peace . 


The majority of people under Conmnmlst control hope for a return of 
Nationalist armies, but this hope has now largely become a mirage. Nov they 
yield a little and hope for an equitable peace, one that will allow them life 
with a little freedom. 
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
